ON PASSING JUDGMENT 
Nothing is easier than misjudging 
the motives of another. 
We have 
so little m astery over our moods. 
So often they lead us into grave 
trouble. 
Every once in a while, 
though, they lead us into happiness 
T h at’s when we “judge not, that 
we may not be judged!” 
I like the idea of always look­ 
ing for the good in people—going 
right after the fine points of a 
friend, as though you were on a 
discovery expedition—as, of course, 
you are, 
And then, it is much 
easier to find the good in people, 
than the bad, for the good always 
is uppermost. 
Often people seek to be “clever” 
by saying something th a t is sure 
to h urt the feelings of another, 
though apparently said in Jest.
